(b) Applications wherein the inventions are deemed of peculiar importance to some branch of the public service and the 
head of some department of the Government requests immediate action for that reason, may be advanced for 
examination. 

(c) A petition to make an application special may be filed without a fee if the basis for the petition is the applicant's age 
or health or that the invention will materially enhance the quality of the environment or materially contribute to the 
development or conservation of energy resources. 

(d) A petition to make an application special on grounds other than those referred to in paragraph (c) of this section 
must be accompanied by the fee set forth in § 1 .17(h).

XL INVENTIONS FOR COUNTERING TERRORISM 

In view of the importance of developing technologies for countering terrorism and the desirability of prompt 
disclosure of advances made in these fields, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office will accord "special" status to patent 
applications relating to counter-terrorism inventions. 

International terrorism as defined in 18 U.S.C. 2331 includes "activities that - (A) involve violent acts or acts 
dangerous to human life that are a violation of the criminal laws of the United States or of any State, or that would be a 
criminal violation if committed within the jurisdiction of the United States or of any State; [and] (B) appear to be 
intended - (i) to intimidate or coerce a civilian population; (ii) to influence the policy of a government by intimidation 
or coercion; or (iii) to affect the conduct of a government by assassination or kidnapping..." The types of technology for 
countering terrorism could include, but are not limited to, systems for detecting/identifying explosives, aircraft 
sensors/security systems, and vehicular barricades/disabling systems. 

Applicants who desire that an application relating to inventions for countering terrorism be made special 
should file a petition with the petition fee under 37 CFR 1.17(h) requesting the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office to 
make the application special. The petition for special status should be accompanied by a statement explaining how the 
invention contributes to countering terrorism.
